receive such money, notes or securities for money, from such cashier 
or clerk, knowing them to be so taken away with intent to defraud such 
Banker or Bankers, or Society or Copartnership, or merchant or mer- 40 
chants, or officer or officers, shall be likewise adjudged to be guilty of 
felony, and shall be transported for life, or for any term of years as the 
court before whom such offender shall be convicted shall think fit to order 
and adjudge. 

And 
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And be it further Enacted, That every penalty, forfeiture and sum of 
money to be forfeited under this Act, by reason of any omission or 
neglect of any of the. regulations hereinbefore enacted, may be sued for 
and recovered in any of His Majesty’s courts of record at Dublin by 
5 any person, by action of debt, bill, plaint or information, provided such 
action be commenced within Twelve calendar months next after such 
offence committed, in which action there shall not be any essoign 
or wager of law, nor more than one imparlance allowed ; and all sums 
to be recovered shell be applied, one moiety thereof to the use of the 
10 person who shall sue for the same, and the other moiety to the use of 
His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors. 

And be it further Enacted, That all actions and suits, and all pro- 
secutions and proceedings whatsoever, which may have been, or shall ■ 
or may be commenced or prosecuted against any Society or Copartner- 
1 5 ship of Bankers in Ireland, or against any person or persons whomso- 
ever, for any penalty or forfeiture incurred in respect of the neglecting

And be it Declared 1 and Enacted, That so much of an Act, made in 
the Parliament of Ireland in the nineteenth and twentieth years of the 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to 
“ explain an Act, intituled, An Act to prevent Frauds committed by 
“ Bankrupts,” whereby it is enacted, that all mercantile companies or 
partnerships shall set forth in their several invoices, bills of parcels, 
promissory notes and custom house entries, the names of the several 
g 0 individuals of which such partnership or company doth consist, doth 
not and shall not be construed to extend to any Society or Copartnership 
of Bankers in Ireland ; any custom or usage to the contrary in anywise 
notwithstanding.
